Scott argued that because couriers 
who drive vehicles can 
claim gasoline as a cost of 
doing work, foot couriers 
and bicycle couriers should 
be able to claim the cost of 
food as fuel. 

Revenue Canada is review- 
ing the decision with the fed- 
eral Justice department and 
has 60 days to appeal, says 
Revenue Canada spokesper- 
son Colette Gentes-Hawn. 

She says a fundamental rule 
of income tax comes into play: 
“If you had to spend money to 
make money... you get a 
deduction for that,” she said. Bicycle co 

And while couriers can claim pew tax ru! 
gasoline, food is considered a 
personal expense and is not deductible, she adds. 

But auditors could see more couriers attempting to 
claim such expenses. Bicycle couriers working in 
Edmonton's downtown core were elated by news of 
Scott’s courtroom victory. 

“] think it definitely makes sense,” said courier Rob 
Laplante. “You consume calories at a much higher 
rate when you're on a bike all day . . . we work pretty 
hard and food is a fuel.” 

Laplante says a courier can log up to 50 kilometres 
a day. He spends between $5 and $10 per day on food. 

“I kind of put a cap on it but you need to buy food 
— you can’t carry along a lunch. You show up with 
your baekpack and that’s it.” 

At present, bicycle couriers claim costs of bicycle 
equipment and repairs, as well as the price of renting 
portable radios to receive assignments. But efforts to 
claim food expenses have always been denied. 

Courier Chad Hemphill says he already takes full 
advantage of deductions Revenue Canada allows. 

“I claim everything on my bike, everything on me, 
everything from clothes to watches to sunglasses,” he 
said, adding that he’ll start saving food receipts in 
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case the appeal court's decision stands. 

Michael Lyon, operations manager for A.C.S. 
Express Messenger Service, hopes the decision 
remains in force. 

“I have to agree with the judgment from the court 
as far as being able to write off a portion of your food 

, if you are a bike courier or a 
% walker in the downtown core. 
§ Because any of our other dri- 
$vers write off their fuel for 
& their cars,” he said. 
‘2 But he feels Revenue 
* Canada auditors could have 
a hard time drawing a line in 
such cases. 

“T know (bicycle couriers) 
ean write off tires, rims, 
things of that nature that 
are directly work related, 
but where do you draw the 
line if it’s food?” 

Deanna Muise, a char- 
tered accountant with the 
firm of Kingston Ross 
Pasnak, agrees that line 
could be blurry. With rick- 
shaw drivers in Toronto already vowing they'll 

claim expenses, such as food and footwear, the ruling 
could create a lot of confusion. But Revenue Canada 
has some options, she observes. It could conduct a 
large audit sample of couriers to find average expens- 
es, then publish guidelines, for example. 

Regardless of what Revenue Canada does, Muise 
feels the couriers have a strong argument. In the 
Toronto case, Scott argued he should be able to 
deduct the cost of one meal a day — an amount he 
attributes directly to his work. The court did make the 
distinction between couriers and other occupations 
that require strenuous physical work. 

“A courier burns fuels similar to burning fuel in a 
vehicle and (the court decision) doesn’t say they can 
deduct all their food and liquids — only their extra, 
over and above what the average person needs,” she 
said. 

But it’s important that couriers remember the deci- 
sion has limited impact. 

“I don’t think this is a really broad decision that will 
open this up to everyone and anyone,” she said. 

“It will be restricted to (couriers). It’s not open sea- 
son on deducting extra quantities of food.”

new skateboarding park being 
set up in downtown Edmonton 
may have a few glitches — like 
peeling, waterlogged plywood on 
some ramps — but skaters are 
flocking to the site to check out 
the new terrain. 

Some have travelled from as far 
away as St. Albert, where a perma- 
nent concrete skateboarding park 
has apparently become blasé. 

“It’s just something different,” 
16-year-old Jason Petrash said of 
the new park, explaining why he 
and a friend made the trek from 
the "burbs to the new park. “You 
have to skate everything to get 
good, so we came here to skate on 
some different stuff.” 

The park was set up behind the 
old Red Cross offices on 105 Street 
between 99 and 100 Avenues a 
week ago but isn’t officially 
opened, says Bill Pidruchney, who 
helped organize the Skateboard 
Edmonton Club. ; 

Ramps for the site came from 
the Boys and Girls Club which, 
until early this year, provided an 
indoor skateboarding venue at the 
Sportex. With the help of volun- 
teers at the Edmonton Police 
Service and a group of skaters, the 
new park was set up July 30. 

“Skateboarding is illegal every- 
where else in the city except in the 
river valley, and I don’t think those 
trails are very exciting to these 
kids,” said Pidruchney. He’s right. 
The new park lets skaters scale a 
half-pipe and catch air on a series 
ramps dotting the vacant parking 
lot, recently treated to a fresh coat 
of asphalt courtesy-of the city.

He’s impressed by the fact a new 
park is opening. 

“The city put this here because 
they don’t want us skateb oarding 
anywhere else.

Mastrovito says it’s a good idea 
to provide skating parks for dedi- 
cated skaters. There are, he says, 
posers and dealers who hang 
around pretending to be skaters, 
who give the sport a bad name By 
building parks with challe nging 
terrain, the real skaters are sepa- 
rated from the pretenders. 

But it doesn’t mean skaters will 
Stop rolling along downtown 
streets, startling pedestrians and 
motorists, jumping stairways and 
curb-cuts and taking on other ele- 
ments of urban topography 
Ramps at a park are one thing, but 
ledges, stairs and handrails also 
provide a challenge. 

“You want to challenge your- 
self,” Mastrovito said. “It’s all 
about challenging yourself and 
learning something new — it gives 
you a sense of accomplishment.” 

And while he’s pleased with the 
new park, he can see room for 
improvement, too. 

“It’s all good that they gave us 
ramps and stuff, but they should 
give us some tools or something to 
help fix them, as volunteers.” 

Pidruchney says the skating 
community has always shown that 
kind of attitude and so skaters will 
have 25-per-cent representation on 
the Skate Edmonton Club board 

“The skating community has 
been organized for years and 
they’re very avid volunteers.”

uann Kowalek speaks as though she’s got everything she could ever 
| an in the world, and the rest of the stuff is still out there waiting for 

her. 

“There’s a lot of people out there doing music, but that’s okay because 
if you just keep on doing what you're doing and if you have the belief 
anything is possible and you can get work, you'll be all right,” Kowalek 
said, describing the feelings she had after performing an unofficial 
showcase at the South By Southwest music con- 
ference in Austin, Texas, this past spring. 

But why is the Edmonton singer/songwriter so 
upbeat? Sure, she just released Late Night 
Heroes, her third solo recording and first for the 
tiny Victoria-based independent label Ragged 
Pup, home to well-respected folkies Bill Bourne 
and Wickham Porteous. The Austin gig was good, 
as were recent concert-hall appearances at a 
Calgary songwriter series and a CBC Radio 
Cabaret session hosted by Peter Gzowski at 
Edmonton’s Winspear Centre. 

But why was Kowalek turned down for a slot on 
one of the Canadian dates of this summer's Lilith 
Fair, an all-female, travelling music festival? And 
closer to home, why is the River City native only 
scheduled for a couple of workshop appearances at 
this year’s Edmonton Folk Music Festival, instead of 
a solo, side-stage concert or a coveted mainstage 
slot? 

Kowalek says she’s honored to be asked to the prestigious festival in 
any capacity. “What do I have to complain about?” she suggested. As for 
the Lilith snub, she says this summer wasn’t her time; she’s been rejected 
before and she'll probably be rejected by someone else some time in the 
future. 

Anyway, she’d rather talk about the things that did happen to her 
recently. Like recording Late Night Heroes in Edmonton with a lineup of 
stellar local musicians that included Mike Lent on bass, Miche Pouliot on 
drums, Ron Casat on organ, and backup vocals from the likes of Lin 
Elder and Tacoy Ryde’s Jerry Woolsey. 

“It was like, ‘fuck, I'm working with Mike Lent, Ron Casat and Miche, 
who’s played with k.d. lang and God knows who else,” Kowalek recalled. 
“But they loved the songs and they liked what was and that

guitarist Chris Smith 
in tow for the Fol

like Lights of Montreal. The final song to be written, it wasn’t even sup- 
posed to be on the album, but Kowalek finished the last couple of verses 
at the urging of her band members, after they heard her play a verse and 
a chorus in the studio. 

“People tell you about things like ‘oh, you’ve gotta go see this,’ or you 
read about it. And you can read about it but it’s not until you go to that 
place, until you fully experience it, emotionally and physically,” Kowalek 
explained of the song. “Love's like that. People 
tell you, ‘oh, love’s great,’ but you don’t know 
until you're in it . . . It’s like, ‘wow!’ ” 

Yeah, Luann Kowalek’s definitely in an upbeat 
frame of mind. For the cover image of this issue 
of SEE Magazine, she arrived at the photo shoot 
k with a new idea to replace a pre-arranged take 

on the Edmonton Folk Festival’s logo. 

Bedecked from head to toe in blue, she decided 

to stand in front of a big open patch in a partial- 

ly cloudy sky and give the impression that blue 

skies lay ahead — for herself, her music and 
possibly for the festival.

oy Forbes’ last album was 
Rivers Almost Overnight but 

he’s back, doing a few shows 
this summer and still searching 
through basements, attics and 
antique shops for more of that 
ancient vinyl he treasures so 
much. 

He hasn’t been entirely idle, 
though. Forbes has produced 
albums for folks like Calgary’s 
Robb Widdowson and Susan 
Crowe, as well as touring with his 
buddy Bill Henderson in UHF and 
in a reformed Chilliwack. “Being 
forced to play electric like that 
really kind of got the chops up,” he 
commented. This will be his sec- 
ond summer playing the old 
Chilliwack and Collectors hits and 
Henderson will return the favor by 
joining Forbes’ band at the 
Edmonton Folk Festival Friday 
night. 

Getting those chops up was im- 
portant, because the artist former- 


ly known as Bim has a new solo 
album. “I handled all the guitar 
work this time,” he said. Entitled 
Crazy Old Moon, the album repre- 
sents a step back into form — his 
first collection of new tunes since 
1987’s Love Turns To Ice. In 
between, there was The Human 
Kind — more or less a homage to 
country 78s — then Almost, a col- 
lection of tunes from out-of-print 
albums featuring just Forbes and 
his guitar. 

“I really went for the spare 
approach,” is how he described 
the new album. “I wanted to hear 
every instrument and I wanted 
every instrument to be doing 
something important enough that 
it deserved to be there.” 

Playing those instruments are 
friends such as Cindy Church, who 
provided vocal harmony for No 
One To Talk To But The Moon, 
which was recorded at the Drake 
Inn during last summer’s Canmore 
Folk Festival. Claire Lawrence, 


another Chilliwack/Collectors 
alumnus, plays alto sax on a tune 
and Edmonton’s Calvin Vollrath 
adds his fiddle to a couple of num- 
bers. 

The key is the simplicity, Forbes 
suggests. “The performances all 
stem from what I do on the guitar. 
I’ve always tried to have it that 
way. Any of the songs on the 
record, I can go out and do'them 
solo, and you may not miss the 
band.” 

For Forbes, the Folk Festival 
offers a chance to catch up with 
old musical friends, make some 
new ones, talk to fans and occa- 
sionally find out just how impor- 
tant his songs have been. His Do I 
Love You seems to have struck 
one particular chord. “That song 
has been used at so many wed- 
dings and it’s so neat that people 
will feel that song is something 
they want to mark one of the most 
important occasions of their lives 
with.”

en Terry Wickham 
comes calling for perform- 
ers at the Edmonton Folk 


Music Festival, aspiring Edmonton 
musicians generally jump at the 
chance. 

In short, it doesn’t happen that 
often-and it’s about the highest 
profile gig in town. 

So when the folk festival pro- 
ducer followed up on a song he 
heard in Whyte Avenue’s 
Blackbyrd Myoozic record store 
and it turned out to be by Jenn 
Kraatz, she was ready and willing 
to have him hear more. The result 
is a side stage concert for Kraatz 
and guitarist Shawn Jonasson at 
this weekend’s 1998 festival. 

“(Wickham) originally just want- 
ed me and my guitar, but I had 
been doing a lot of stuff with the 
full band lately and I ended up 
changing it to myself and 
(Jonasson),” Kraatz said recently. 

The fact that Kraatz had grown 
accustomed to playing with a band 
that also includes Shuyler Jansen 
of Old Reliable fame on bass and 
Shauna-Lee Hosegood of Pal Joey 
on drums created a bit of a compli- 
cation. But an even bigger compli- 
cation was the fact that Kraatz had 
grown unaccustomed to playing 
live in any format at all over the 
past several months.

Folk Fest gig next in line for Chinese-Canadians’ musical journey

he Silk Road was the name 
[ sven to an important trade 
route between the Far East and 
the West, used for the exchange of 
goods such as silk and spices. But 
inevitably, cultural thoughts also 
migrated along that legendary 


path. 

Silk Road Music is attempting to 
accomplish the same thing. Qiu- 
Xia He (pronounced Chu-Sha Her), 
Shirley Yuan (Yu-WAN), and Zhi 
Min Yu (je-MEEN yu) have intro- 
duced Canadian ears to the music 
they were trained to perform in 
their Chinese homeland. Since 
moving to Canada almost nine 
years ago, they’ve also taken the 
time to learn and listen and inte- 
grate what they've heard into their 
own sound. 

The opportunity to learn and 

_ expand her musical horizons was 
the attraction that kept Qiu-Xia in 
Vancouver after performing at the 
Vancouver Folk Music Festival in 
1989. 

“J felt that 'd have more oppor- 
tunities aS a musician in 
Vancouver.” 

“In China, a lot of things belong 
to the government, everything 
would be set,” she explained. “For 
example, I was working in the uni- 
versity — I was a teacher — and 
every year they'd give you three or 
four students a week, and they'd 
have two performances a year. 
And at each performance you'd 
play this and that, and that was it.” 

That. has all changed, especially 
the opportunities to perform. “I’ve 
probably done more performances 
in the past nine years than in my 
entire life.” 

But the move has also brought 
members of Silk Road Music into 
contact with other types of musi- 
cians. Before coming to Canada, 
Qui-Xia says, her exposure to the 
music of other cultures was very 

“It was almost impossible for me 
to imagine what is Irish music, 
what is African music. I never real- 
ly knew what music was in the 
West.” 

This cultural exchange is imme- 
diately evident on Silk Road 
Music’s first album, Endless. 
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Though the instruments they play 
are traditionally used to perform 
only traditional Chinese folk 
music, they've come up with music 
flavored by the spices of Africa, 
Brazil, Jamaica, Ireland and 
Québec. 

To help with the performance of 
some of the songs, the trio enlisted 
a few friends, such as bassist René 
Worst and flutist Loretto Reid 
When getting together with 
Western-style musicians, the hard- 
est concepts to understand were 
jamming and improvising. Being 
classically-trained musicians, 
trained to play note for note, they 
found improvisation an impossible 
concept. 

When their musical friends sug- 
gested a jam session, Qui-Xia 
remembers, all she could say was: 
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“I don’t know what to do. Tell me 
where I start and tell me which 
note I should play.” 

But she soon grabbed on to that 
freedom many musicians take for 
granted. 

“When you really play, I think 


this is a person playing, it’s not a 
machine playing. My performance 
style and my approach to music is 
all so much more free and I'm 
much more loose in terms of bring- 
ing out the music.” 

The enjoyment of bringing 
together such diverse musical 
styles, the chance to introduce oth- 
ers to their musical heritage, the 
chance to play with a diverse col- 
iection of musicians — all have 
made Silk Road Music’s move to 
the West a satisfying accomplish- 
ment.

Bragg seeks to explain the 
genius of the tunesmith 
behind that timeless gem, 
Woody Guthrie. “The tune... 
is a fucking nursery tune — 
da, da, da, da, da/da, da, da, da, 
da/da, da, da,da, da/da, da, da, 
da, da,” Bragg declared recently 
from New York, his working- 
class English brogue giving the 
melody a unique character. “It’s 
so simple and that’s the strength 
of Woody’s songwriting — to 
write a lyric that can be put 
together with such a simple tune 
as that.” 

Jould the American folk legend 
Guthrie, who died in 1967, approve 
of such an evaluation of his work? 
If he disapproves from beyond the 
grave, he'll have to put up with it 
for a while, considering Bragg and 
American roots rock band Wilco 
recently composed music for a 
bunch of Guthrie lyrics, recording 
15 of them for the just-released CD 
Mermaid Avenue. Not only that, 
but Bragg insists they have so 
many songs from the music-writ- 
ing process that they’ll probably 
record another similar disc. 

“I saw Nora (Guthrie, Woody’s 
daughter) on the TV recently. She 
said there’s 2,500 lyrics now,” 
Bragg said, referring to an archive 
Nora Guthrie maintains in New 
York. It was her idea to bring 
together the two songwriting 
forces to complete some of her 
father’s songs. “When I was there,

“Some of those roots bands, 
their roots only go back to the 
1950s. But Wilco’s go much 
beyond that,” Bragg said of his col- 
laborators. 

“If you listen to their 
music, you can tell that their 
roots go back beyond the 
"30s to somewhere around 
the turn of the century. 
That’s where Woody was 
born so I think they fit very 
well into this project.” 

And Bragg himself knows 
the people who compare him 
to Guthrie aren’t that far off in 
many respects. He suggests he 
could have written some of the 
lyrics he recently adapted to 
song, though they might not 
have reflected the same degree 

of foresight had they been writ- 
ten by Billy Bragg in the 1990s. 

“I might possibly have got some- 
where near to She Came Along to 
Me. I’ve written songs that have 
that sentiment in them,” he said. 
“But I wasn’t writing them in 1942, 
which is the important thing.” 

There's little doubt Bragg could 
have written She Came Along to 
Me. With its references to fascists 
and its calls for change, it fits the 
often overly serious English 





protest singer to a tee. But the 
song that follows it on Mermaid 
Avenue, a brief tribute to the beau- 
ty of Ingrid Bergman, would never 
appear on a Bragg album. 

To the listener, that’s one of the 
beauties of Mermaid Avenue. 
Wilco has a much different musi- 
cal presence than Bragg, but they 
would never pen a tune like Ingrid 
Bergman either (or a song like She 
Came Along to Me). Perhaps the 
only participant on the album who 
might, is guest vocalist Natalic 
Merchant, but instead she appears 
on Birds and Ships. In short, none 
of the participants could have cre- 
ated such an album, but the sum o! 
those parts is something to behold 
Which is exactly what Bragg says 
he wanted. 

“This is not a historical project. 
This is not a tribute record. It’s not 
a Woody Guthrie record. It doesn’t 
sound like Woody. It’s not a Billy 
Bragg record. It doesn’t sound like 
Billy Bragg. And I would argue it 
doesn’t sound like the last Wilco 
album. It’s a collaboration. It’s a 
genuine collaboration between 
Woody — himself and in the per- 
son of Nora Guthrie — and myself 
and Wilco.”

everal things don’t quite fit when you consider 
Gane career of Toronto-based singer/songwriter 
Ember Swift. :

J m sick of it. I’m sick of breath- 
less futurism. I’m sick of ener- 
getic exhalations to brave-new- 
worlds of technologies and scien- 
tific breakthroughs. I’m sick of sur- 
face explorations of some of the 
burning social/scientific quan- 
daries that face us today. And I’m 
especially sick of all the bastard 
brain-children of McLuhan who 
keep alive the obtuse tradition of 
Canada’s first and most monstrous 
media guru. Give me some intel- 
lectual meat, for Pete’s sake! 

Today I’m extra angry and feel 
betrayed because one of my 
favorite writers has joined the 
ranks of the charlatans and releas- 
ed one of the most self-indulgent 
and venial book-length essays I’ve 
read in the past decade: Last 
Flesh: Life in the Transhuman 
Bra, by Christopher Dewdney. 
How could you do this to us 
Christopher?! 

Why am I so upset? Easy. This is 
the anger of knowing one of the 
Good Ones has succumbed to the 
Dark Side of trendy posturing 
rather than serious meditation and 
coherent prose. Dewdney has a 
well-earned reputation as one of 
Canada’s most challenging poets 
and essayists. In the past, works 
like Radiant Inventory and The 
Immaculate Perception explored 
the fertile ground of conscious- 
hess, brain theory, hard science, 
dream theory and the thorny sub- 
ject of language ravaged by the 
post-structural revolution. This 
was a man who could write a killer 
poem about paleontology — not a 
mind to be trifled with. 

In Last Flesh, Dewdney (who is 
now a fellow at the McLuhan 

the University of 


ing into the all-too-easy 
and trendy intellectual 
bumper stickers asso- 
ciated with these pai 
ticular subjects. As it 
stands, we do live in a 
world were the ve 
boundaries of what i 
me s to be human 
challenged 
via developments in 
nanotechnolog: " 
onics, gene st 
and artificial intelli- 
gence. But this is 
not a book that will 
give you any real insight into the 
ultimate ramifications of these 
technologies. 

Here are 
Dewdney’s breathle: simplicitie 
body piercing as “invocation to the 
Cyborg” and the transformation of 
money into “information” in the 
digital age. 

On piercing, Dewdney meditates 
that our “recent fascination with 
body piercing is a celebratory pre- 
monition of the eventual fusion of 
human flesh with machines 
idea so facile as to make you want 
to scream. Most writing done on 
the subject of piercing (and there 
has been loads) tends to link the 
current piercing mania to the pull 
of ancient tribalism, given that cul- 
tures around the world have been 
marking and piercing the human 
body for thousands of y 
humans were pre-agr 
never mind pre-industrial). 

As for Dewdney'’s assert 
the concept of money as 
tion” is some new idea seems to 
miss the point of money altogeth- 
er. A good example of ancient 
money as information is Wampum, 
belts and sashes made of colored 
seashells, used by Canadian 
natives as a form of currency but 
also used to symbolize events, 
alliances and the history of the 
people who used it as a medium of 
trade. A second blow against 
Dewdney’s techno-enthusiasm is 
the fact that money became truly 
digital in the 1860s when the first 
transatlantic cables were laid and 
cash was telegraphed from the 
Americas to Europe and back. 

Arguments this bad and so wild-

erome Robbins died on 
ap iettesas July 29 at the 

age of 79, at his Manhattan 
home. He had suffered a stroke 
the previous Saturday. An 
Ameriean ballet dancer, choreographer 
and theatrical choreographer and director, 
Robbins’ work was seminal to a generation 
of dance-makers who owe a huge debt to 
his talent, innovation and quest for perfec- 
tion. 

“T don’t think people realize his contribu- 
tion,” said Tim Ryan, head of the Theatre 
Arts department at Grant MacEwan 
Community College and artistic director of 
Leave It To Jane Theatre. “He was tremen- 
dously important as a director and a chore- 
ographer.” 

Born Jerome Rabinowitz on Oct. 11, 
1918, in New York City, he made his danc- 
ing début in 1937. He worked on Broadway 
in Great Lady (1939) and Keep Off the 
Grass (1940, a show that marked his first 
professional contact with George 
Balanchine). He joined the Ballet Theatre, 
forerunner for The American Ballet 
Theatre, in 1940 as well. 

In 1944 he created Fancy Free, a ballet 
about three sailors on leave, that would 
eventually morph into the musical On the 


Babewatch: Rock ’n’ 


Town. His Broadway shows, which many 
consider to be the best of Broadway, 
include Billion Dollar Baby (1945), High 
Button Shoes (1947), Miss Liberty (1949), 
Call Me Madam (1950), The King and I 
(1951), Two's Company (1951), Wonderful 
Town (1953) and Peter Pan (1954). 

After co-choreographing Bells Are 
Ringing with Bob Fosse (1956), he con- 
ceived, directed and co-choreographed with 
Peter Gennaro what many consider his 
swan Song: West Side Story. The play and 
eventual film captured Shakespeare's 
Romeo and Juliet in a seamless amalgama- 
tion of song and dance. 

Gypsy and Fiddler on The Roof (1964) 
followed. 

Wallace Seibert, a retired professor at the 
University of Alberta’s drama 
department,was a corps de ballet member 
along with Robbins in the fledgling Ballet 
Theatre and was an associate choreograph- 
er on West Side Story. 

“He could be serious, lyrical, beautiful 
and turn around and do something hilari- 
ous,” Seibert said from his Edmonton 
home. “He was a genius the way he put 
things together. The steps his dancers 
would do — they didn’t have names for 
them.” 

He was invited to join the New York City 


Ballet by artistic director George 
Balanchine at its founding in 1948 and was 
named associate artistic director the next 
year, 

“Dance is about relationships,” said 
Robbins. And his ballets, even when 
abstract and plotless, were filled with 
human insight. 

Brian Webb, department head of the 
GMCC dance department and artistic direc- 
tor of the Brian Webb Dance Company, said 
Robbins’ work “was strong in formal struc- 
ture and vocabulary but was really human- 
istic. He brought a human touch to the bal- 
let world.” 

From 1944 to 1979 he created such semi- 
nal works as Facsimile, The Cage, 
Afternoon of a Faun, The Goldberg 
Variations and Dances at a Gathering. 

Robbins was awarded five Donaldson 
Awards, four Tonys, two Oscars and an 
Emmy for a televised version of Peter Pan. 

“To Robbins, a dance was the same as a 
song. It had the same dramatic criteria or it 
wouldn’t work in the show,” said Ryan. “He 
could sit back and be as demanding and 
critical as that first night audience member 
is going to be. 

“We still get sidetracked with helicopters 
and chandeliers. Robbins would never have 
done that.”

Whale-watching is becoming 
more and more popular these days 
with West Coast tourists. So much 
so that the price for a whale- 
watching excursion has dropped 
because of the influx of tour oper- 
ators. During a recent conversa- 
tion, Alex Rhodes of Seacoast 
Excursions said the average price 
for a trip is usually around $75 for 
adults, but in some cases has 
dropped as low as $60. 

Rather than spending a much 
larger wad of cash in the malls 
and funky shops in Victoria, why 
not book a trip with Alex and mar- 
vel at the sight of a giant Orca 
cruising the ocean or catch a 
glimpse of porpoises racing along- 
side your vessel? Alex says the 
summer months are by far the best 
time to go whale-watching. If 
you're planning on taking a trip to 
the coast, Alex says in July and 
August there’s about a 98 per cent 
chance of spotting a whale of 
some variety.

Most people (myself included) 
think whale-watching is just seek- 
ing out the great killer whale, but 
tour operators on the island have 
been treated in the last two years 
to the return of a pod of humpback 
whales. They have resurfaced after 
years of overzealous hunting whit- 
tled down their numbers.

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French Meadow: deliciously laid back

hen I lived'in Toronto a few years back 
IE resided in an ancient boxcar apart- 

ment over a café on a genteel 
Edwardian-era street called Roncesvalles, 
just off High Park. Like much of Toronto, 
the street was rife with recent immigrants, 
many from Poland, and rich with traditions 
from their various homelands. 

One of the most important rituals in my 
Toronto neighborhood (and in many others 
across the city) was the ritual of shopping 
for your groceries daily in the city’s many 
markets and delis. I quickly bought into 
this habit and could be found on my way 
home from work stopping off at one of the 
local delis and picking up some bread, 
kubasa and maybe some perogies for the 
evening meal. 

I liked that part of my Toronto adventure 
and enjoyed that slow hyper-conscious way 
of life that comes with those beautiful 
urban habits. Too often in Edmonton we 
fall prey to the rush and crush of the dark 
side of urbanism, with its big-box stores 
and bulk habits and we forget what alter- 


natives we can develop for ourselves. 

That’s why paying a visit to French 
Meadow Artisan Bakery Café (10732 Whyte 
Avenue) last Saturday was such a pleasant 
surprise — here right under my nose and 
only a block away from my Edmonton 
apartment was a _ European-style 
deli/restaurant like those I so missed from 
my sojourn in Central Canada. 

Manager Todd Jones tells me that the 
two owners of the café (Ian McClelland and 
Dianne Rieder) also fell in love with the 
European deli/cafés of Central Canada. For 
them it was the cafés in Québec. They 
decided to start a similar establishment 
here in Edmonton. Needless to say, secur- 
ing a location in the newly renovated 
Garneau lofts was the icing on the cake for 
their vision and the perfect home for their 
airy, warm little café. The warm brick art- 
deco building has such a beautiful relaxing 
aura and with the gently recessed patio off 
the front door, it’s the perfect place to relax 
with a baguette, coffee and your thoughts. 
The fact that they share space with an 
international cheese shop and have also 


installed a small deli meat counter brings 
the café one step closer to the Platonic 
ideal of the European deli/café. 

The heart of French Meadow Artisan 
Bakery Cafe of course is the bread — all 
hand shaped and made with old-fashioned 
Levain sourdough and baked fresh on-site 
in the stone-hearth oven. No dairy, no eggs, 
no commercial yeasts, just old-style 
European goodness. 

The café started off offering 20 different 
varieties of bread (from baguettes and 
hearty dinner-style loafs to small two-per- 
son loaves of tasty breakfast breads) and 
now offer 28 different varieties on a rotat- 
ing basis (they do have a schedule, so you 
can find out exactly when they stock your 
favorite). 

The day I visited, Jones had me sample 
three of their signature breakfast breads 
(raisin, white chocolate/pear and cranber- 
ry/walnut breads) and their ever-popular 
grilled vegetarian sandwich. 

As I said before, the breakfast loaves are 
perfect for two and produce tiny 3 x 2-1/4- 
inch slices. All three breads were wonder- 


fully decadent. The raisin bread for exam- 
ple, was all sweet chewy delight and made 
me feel like I was six again. The white 
chocolate/pear bread was also a very adult 
treat and has white chocolate slivers baked 
into it, along with chunks of organically 
grown dried pear. This bread would make 
an ideal picnic treat, if you ask me. 

Jones also told me that the café purpose- 
fully keeps its menu on the smallish side to 
guarantee the highest possible quality. On 
top of the breads and excellent coffees, 
they serve croissants and continental 
breakfasts, an assortment of sandwiches 
and soup, muffins, cookies and European- 
style deserts (the only thing not baked in- 
house). 

The grilled vegetarian sandwich I had 
was as fine as the breads that had preceded 
it. An original olive/white cheddar bread, 
chock full of thick-cut vegetables and fresh 
cheese, was exceptionally hearty. The 
Gazpacho soup served with it was also a 
good choice for a hot summer afternoon, 
just the right balance of spices and fresh 
ingredients — archetypal good.

Then there’s the guy bending over forward to do himself(!) 


Q: My question concerns that 
age-old controversy: swallow or 
spit? 

I've never performed oral sex, 
but ['m willing to — I’m just curi- 
ous about technique. Is there some 
standard, or is it all to individual 
preference? If the option is open to 
spit, are you supposed to keep a 
towel handy?

Hey, B: In good society, 
whether a cocksuckee will be 
coming in a cocksucker’s mouth is 
a decision made by the cocksuck- 
er; same goes for spit/swallow.
